Y the Fertality of a Woman, I underſtand a 
natural diſpoſition of her Body, by means of 
which, with the aſſiſtance of a Man, ſhe may en- 
oender her like : And by Sterility, which 1s. di- 
| realy contrary, I intend an * Im- 

* Incapdcity, potency, which proceeds from.ſame 
vice or fault either of her -whole 

body, or of ſome particular part. We muſt. _ 
make

make ſome enquiries after the moſt norable ſigns of 
the one and the other, and chicfly of thoſe which 
may be perceived by our fight or touch, by which '' 
we may better judge than by :many others, that 
for the moſt part are uncertain : For thoſe which 
are taken from different temperaments,. may 'eafily 
deceive us, foraſmuch as we may often find Wo- 
men of a very ill habit, and full of i] humours,not. 
withſtanding fruitful. 

Firſt, therefore, we affirm the Womb to be a 
part abſolutely neceflary to fertility, and the'prin+ 
cipal obje& to be reprefenred and examined ro-make 
a judgment of it : bur as we find not every Ground 

roper to yeeld Fruit, and that fome are fo.ungrate= 
'F as to produce nothing z fo likewiſe it 18 nor = + 
" nough, for a Woman to havea Womb to'becas  * 
pable of Conception, fince we find divers that have 
them, barren. r 

We have already *ſhewed you cxaRtly whar the "{nbie 1 
compoſition and natural ſtruure of ic ought to —_— | 
be,for to ſerve to ſo admirable an cad as generation: "OY 
Wherefore we will now ſpeak no further of thar, 
bur refer you' to that place co be informed, 

You muſt know then in general that the ſigns of 
fecundity in a Women are, that her Womb be well 
diſpoſed, that ſhe be at leaft thirteen or fourteen 
years of age, and at moſt bur 45 or 5o generally 
and for the moſt part (though ſome, yer very rarely, 
conceive ſooner or later agcording to their differenc 
natures and difpoſitions) that they be of a good 
remperament and indifferently ſanguine, that they 
have their Courſes in due time, of good blood and - 
laudable in coulour, quantity, qualicy,/ and confi. 
{tance, and-regalarly every month, at: once; with. 
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4 -@<f the Diſeaſes Lib.z 
| out interruption, from the time they begin to flow 
till the time the evacuation 15 compleated. 
We fay that the bloud ought to be good and lau- 
- Gable, becauſe it 1s a regureuation and natural eva- 
cuation only of what is ſuperfluous in Women not 
with Child, and yet of age capable of Conception z 
which hath no malignity in it ſclf, as many fallly 
imagine : for in healchful women it hardly difters 
either 1n colour, conſiſtence, or quality. from that 
which remains 1n the veſſels, except in the ſmall 
alteration, which 1s cauſed by the heat of the place 
whence it proceeds, and by the muxture of ſome hu- 
mours with which the womb is alwayes plentifully 
furniſhr. | 
This evacuation (if in order) ought to be every 
month bur; once, though ſome have them every 
fourtnightr, or at the end of three weeks, according 
as they are more or leſs ſanguine, or cholerick, or 
have their blood heated : and to continue two or 
' three days together, or fix ac moſt, and that by little 
and little, conſtant without interruption, and alſo 
more or leſs according to the difference of their par- 
ticular temperaments, It 2 Woman ave few of 
them, as when ſhe grows in years, ſhe becomes bar- 
ren, foraſmnuch as this blood ſeems to nouriſh the 
Child in the Womb : and likewiſe if ſhe have too 
.--many, becauſe the Woman thereby grows tooweak 
.£* ard the Womb too cold. - There are notwuhſtand- 
.-— Rang ſome Women who void more of them in two 
"Ways; than others in eight. They muſt flow by little 
.-ang-little without interruption, and not all ar once ; 
for great and ſudden evacuations cauſe great diflipa- 
tion of ſpirits, of which abundance are neceflary for 
generation 3; and the interruption of thele evacuati- 
Ons

ons thews ſome impedimeat in nature, or ſome vice 
or evil diſpoſition of the Womb. 

If all theſe ſigns concur, we may very probabl 
judge the Woman fruitful ; I ſay probably, becauſe 
there are many who have them all, and yet cannor 
conceive, though they do their endeavours, and 
ovſerve th:reco all che: requiſite and neceſſary cit- 
cumſtances which we ſhall hereafter mention : 
There are likewiſe others, who, notwithſtanding 
they have not all theſe conditions, are” fruittul. 
Now if all the above named patticulars are found 
in a Woman that is barren, and that you defire to 
inquire mors narrowly, and to be informed more 
certainly whether ſhe be capable of conception, 
Hippocrates teacheth a way to know it, to which L 
give little credic, becauſe the reaſons of it are very 
obſcure, Ic is in his 59 Apboriſm of his 5ch.,Book, 
where he ſaith, Ss mwlier non concipiat, & ſcire pla- 
cet an fit conceptura, veſiibus nndique obvolut ans ſut- 
ter ſuſfito : as ſi odor corpus pervadere videatur, ad 
nares & os uſque,non ſua culpa ſlerilem efſe ſeito, If a 
Woman doth not conceive, and you are deſirous to 
know whether ſhe is capable, or no z wrap her cloſe 
round with clothes, and pur a pertume under her 
and if ſhe perceive the ſent to pals through her body 
to her noſe and mauth, be aflared (faich he) it is not | 
her faulc (he is barren. 

Fertility was anciently fo eſteemed. by our fore- 
fachers, chat they believed Barreane(s ro be a mark 
of reprobation ; by reaſon of which the truicfull 
Servanc deſpiſed her barren Miltrels ; as we reade 
in the 16th Chapter of Geneſis,, where mention. 15 
made of Sarai, Abraham's Wife, who, ſeeing that 
ſhe could have no Cluldren, and vcing paſt the age . 
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6 FOfthe Diſeaſes Lib. 
of hoping for any, and that her Husband was diſ- 
pleaſed at it, bid him take her Agyprian Chamber- 
maid, named Agar, to lie with him , that by her 
means ſhe might give him lineage, which good 
Farther «Abraham quickly did, and had by her af- 
rerwards a Son, which was called [hmmael : but 
from the time this Maid had conceived, ſhe began 
to deſpiſe her Miſtreſs Sera;,w ho was as yet barren. 
The Women of our times are not ſo earneſt to have 
lineage after this faſhion, rhere being bur few that 

will ſuffer their Husbands to cares their 
*Lovingly. Chamber-maids, much leſs * charicably 

ro excite them to follow this example, 
which cuſtom is aboliſhed amoneſt us, 

I alſo admure the great paſſion which many have, - 
who complain of nothing with greater regret than 
co die without Children, eſpecially without Sons. 
For my part, T believe they that deſcend from Ce. 
ſar, or the Family of Bowrbons, may with ſome rea. 
fon be led away with this ſuperſticious and com- 
mon inclination of preſerving their kind, and be 
vexed with theſe ſorts of inquietudes, which no 
—_ become ordinary people z though excuſable, 
and may be permitted to great Monarchs and il- 
Iuſtrious men. 

When we perfe&ly underſtand the natural diſ- 
poſitions, we may the eaſier diſcern thoſe contrary 
£0 nature 3 wherefore the figns of fruitfulneſs eaf1- 
Iy teach us thoſe of barrenneſs. The figns and 
cauſes of barrenneſs proceed either from the 
or evil temperature and vicious conformation of the 
Womb, and parts dependmmg on it, or the indiſ. 
poſition and intemperarure of the whole habir. The - 
cvilconformation of the Womb renders Women 
:

barren, when its neck (called the Pagina) is ſo nar- 
row, that it cannot give way to penetration z and 
when it is _— or in part cloſed by ſome external 
or internal membrane, (which is very rare, ifat all) 
or by any tumour,calloſity, or cicatrice,which may 
- hinder the Woman from the freeuſe of copulation, 

Bur it 1s not ſafficient that the Man's Yard enter 
the Vaginazwhich 1s the anti-chamber to the Womb : 
for, if 1n the aCt of copularion, he knocks at the 
door, - which is the incernal orifice, and it. be not 
opened, all is tono purpoſe, This orifice is like- 
wiſe hindred from opening by ſome callofity, pro- 
ceeding from abundance of ill humours, which uſu- 
ally flow down from the Matrix, or by ſome tu- 
mour which may happen to it ; or alſo, by ſome 
part, which may ſo compreſs it, that it cannor di- 
late to receive the Seed,as doth theEprploon(or cawl) 
in far Women, according to the opinion of Hyppo- 
crates in his 46th Aphoriſm of his 5th Book, where 
he faith, Que preter naturam. craſſe, non concipt= 
unt, 1s os uteri ab omento comprumitur, & priuſ=- 
quam extenuentur , n0u concipiant. Women cx- 
ceeding fat do not conceive, becauſe the Cawl com- 
preſſeth the orifice of their Womb, neither-can they 
till they grow lean. I do not willingly admit a- 
monegſt the cauſes of barrenneſs, this compreſſion of 
the inward orifice by the Epiplooy , foraſmuch as 
eAritin hath very well remedied it, by ſome of the 
poſtures. invented 'by him, by which chis orifice 
need not be ſo compreſſed in the- ation. 

The moſt frequent reaſon why this orifice opens 
not in this a& to receive che Man's Sced, is the in- 
ſenſibility of ſome Women, *who take no plealure un 
the venerial a&t; but when chey have an appetite, 
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' the Womb deſirous and: covetous of the Seed, at 
that inſtant opens it ſelf ro receive it, and þe de- 
lighted with it. But though the Vagina or neck 
of the Womb, and the inward orifice opens to give 
paſſage to the Seed 3; yet may they very often con- 
rinue barren, if the ſciruation of this orifice be not 

rightly placed, but eicher backwards 
*Great, or towards the* /nteſtin reftum,or towards 
right Gut. either fide ; all which hinders the Man 
from Þ darting his Seed diretly into 
t ſhootzyg. it, and conſequently the Woman from 
e_ conceiving. _ 

Hippocrates ſeems to hae noted all the figns and 
cauſes of barrenneſs , which uſually proceed from 
the evil temper of the Womb, in his 62 Aphoriſm 
of the 5th Book, where he faith, Que fregides & 
denſos habent uteros, non concipinunt, & que prebu- 
midos babent mteros,” yon concipiunt + extinguitur 
enim 1n ipſis gemttura, Et que plus quo fiecos + 
adurentes : Nam aliments defetin ſemen corrumps- 
tur. Que vero ex utriſque nafle ſunt moderatam 
temperiem, e« facunde evadunt, All ſuch Women 
whoſe Womb is cold and cloſe, cannor conceiye g 
nor they who have it too moiſt : becauſe the Seed 
1s extinguiſhed in it, And likewiſe ſuch who have 
jt too dry and hot; becauſe,for want of aliment 
che Seed corrupts: but ſach as are of a moderate 
temperament are fruitful, Of all theſe which Hip- 
porrates recites in this Aphoriſm, the moſt common, 
according to my opinion, 1s the continual Humi- 
dity of the Womb, fed by an- abundance of the 
Whues, with which many are very much incon- 
yenienced, the humours of the whole Body being 
accuſtomed to ſteer their courſe this way, which 

| can 
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can very hardly he turned away when inveterate, 


and the Womb being imbued wich theſe vicious 
moiſtuxes, becomes inwardly ſo unftuous and {lip- 
pery' that the Seed (chough viſcous and glutinous) 
cannot cleave to 1t, nor be retained within it, which 
is the cauſe that it ſlips immediacly away, or in ſome 
E ſhort time after it 1s received, 
MN Barrenneſs may alſo proceed from the whale ha- 
bit of the Body, as when a Woman is too old, or 
roo young : for the Seed of the young is not yet 
prolifick, neither have they the menſtruous blood ; 
which two things are requiſit to fruitfulneſs : and 
that of the aged is in roo8ſmall a quantity, and 
too cold, who likewiſe want the menſtruous blood. 
An uniyerſal intemperature (though the Woman be 
of convenient years ) renders them however bar- 
ren, as 1t happens when they are hectick, hydro- 
pick, feaveriſh and fickly, and eſpecially ſo much 
the more” as the noble parts are fallen from their 
temperament and natural conſticution : There are 
however many Women which ſeem barren for a 
long time, becauſe of ſome of the fore-mentioned 
Reaſons, yea, tilt they are thirty five or fort 
years old, and ſometimes longer, who yet at laſt 
conceive, being cured of the indiſpofitions which 
hindred them, and having changed their tempera- 
ment by their age, of which.we have had a remar- 
kable example in the perſon of Queen-mother,lately 
deceaſed, who was above two and twenty years 
married, and without Children, and yer. after- 
wards, to the great joy and content of all France, 
ſhe had our invincible Monarch Lews the 14th, 
now reigning , to whom God grant a long and 
happy life, 


Some 
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Some of theſe Barrenneſſes may ſometimes be cu- 
red by removing their cauſes, and procuring the 
diſpofttions we have ſaid are neceſlary to fruicful. 
| de” yea, of thoſe which proceed from an uni- 
verſal intemperament, by reducing the Body with 
2 good and convenient regimen to a good order, 
and this according to their reſpeRive indiſpoſitions, 
Wherefore if a Woman have naturally the Faging 
too narrow, and not from ſome of the cauſes aboye- 
mentioned, ſhe ought to be joyned to a Man whoſe 
Member 1s propornonable, it poflible : and if that 
will not do, ("hich happens very ſeldom) ſhe muſt 
endeavour to reiax it and dilate it with emolient 
Oyls and Oyntments ; if the neck of the Womb 
be compreſſed by any humour, it muſt be reſolved 
and ſuppurated ;according to its nature and ſcitua- 
tion, having alwayes care to prevent the corruption: 
of theſe parts, which being hot and moiſt, are very 
ſubje&ro ir 3 becauſe the womb ſerves as a ſink by 
which all the ill humours of the body are purged ; 
ſo that you muſt .cake great care, that theſe kind of 
Tumours turn not to a Cancer, which is a very 
miſchievous malady, and cauſeth the poor Women 
miſerably to languiſh which are afflicted with it, 
and which after many inſupportable pains, brings 
them almoſt alwayes to an inevicable death. 

Whea the Vagina is nor clear in its capacity, be- 
cauſe of any ſcar after a rent, cauſed by ſome force 
or violence to the Woman, or of ſome hard labour, 
or after an ulcer which cauſed the two ſides to be 
agelutinated, whether inwardly or outwardly, ic 

muſt be ſeparated the beſt thar

Fabricius recites the like caſe in a Girl of thirteen 
ears of age, who was like to die of it,, becauſe her 
erms could not come down, there being no per- 
ration, wherefore he did the like operation, 
hich ſucceeded very well, and made her by 
xr means capable of generation, As to the in- 
rard orifice of the Womb, if it be diſplaced either

T is moſt certain, according to the Rule of 

cure, that a Woman is incapable of conceiving 
ſhe have not the conditions requilit for fruitfulnel 
we have mentioned them 1n the foregoing chapter 
let us now examine in this, what is Conceptior 
and how it is cauſed. Conception is nothing elle 
but an action of che Womb, by which the prolifid 
ſeeds of the Man and Woman are there received z 
retained, that an infant may be engendred and fe 

. ,med out of it, There are two ſorts of Conceptiong 
the one true, according to Nature, to which ſu 
ceeds the generation of the Infant in the Womb 
the ather falſe, which we may ſay is wholly againſt 
Naxcure, and there the ſeeds change into warer, falſe 
conceptions, moles, or any other ſtrange matier. i 

The qualifications requifit, for a Woman to con- 

-* Ceive according to Nature, are, that the Womati 
receive and retain in her Wombche Mans and her 
own prolifick ſeed, without which it cannot come 

&Þ pals ; for it is neceſſary that both ſeeds ſhould 
be therez nor 1s it at all true, what «Ariſtotle and 
ſome other of his followers affirm, that the Woman 

-neicher hath nor can yeeld any feed, a great abſur-W, 
dity to believe : for the contrary may eaſily be diſ- Ml. 
covered , by ſeeing the Spermartick Veſlels and 
Teſticles of a fruitful Woman, appointed for this 
pfe, which are wholly filled with this ſeed, which

We nature of the Male and Female (of wh they 
engendred) though of difterent kinds as we 
aily ſee Aﬀſes and Mares produce by. their coupling 
fules, which are Animals of a middle nature reſem-

m. We may then learn by this, that both Seeds 
re neceſlary for a true Conception, provided they 
 prolifick, that is, containing in them the Idea of 
ll che parts of the body,and then the Womb being 
reedy of it, delights ur ſelf in it, and eaſily retains 
when received, elſe it ſoon afterwards rejects 


It is npt abſolutely neceſſary,thar both the Seeds 
de received and retained intire, without the loſs of 
ome part z for, provided there be a moderate quan= 
ty of it, 'tis ſufficient : Nor muſt we imagin, that 
though all of it be not received into the Womb) 
he Child, formed out of it, will want fome limb, 
as an arm, a leg, or other member, for want of ſuf. 
ient matter : inaſmuch as the forming faculty is 
v holc in every part of the Seed, of whuchtheleaſt 
drop contains in it potentially the 1dea and form of 


all 
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all rhe parts, as we have lately made appear: þ 
indeed when the Seeds are received bur in ſmj 
uantiry,the Child may be the leſs & weaker for 
& if either or both of them have not the | 
ualiriesz or, though well enough conilicicncdl 
the Womb be imbued and tuft with ill humour 
as the menſtrues, whites, and other filth, or an 
other fault; if then there be a conception, it will} 
contrary to Nature, and there will be ingendre 
falſe births, Moles, or dropfies of the Womb, 
with ſome other ſtrange bodies, which are ve 
troubleſome to Women, till they void them. 

It is thetefore without cauſe, that many Wome 
are blamed, when their children are born with 
and livid fpots,which very much disfigure the far 
of fothe of them : Ic is uſually faid ( bur withor 
reaſon) that thisproceeds from the mothers longu 
to drink Wine ; for, though ſome have, by chaiie 
been . in effe&. harraſſed (as they affirm) \with the 
paſſionace defires during their being with child, ylſ® 
we muſt nor ſuperſtitioully believe (as many do 
that theſe ſpots are fo cauſed, bur rather from ſom 
other cauſe, which muſt be ſearcht for- elſewhere A 
And. that which makes it appear, it cannot pr: 
ceed from hence,1s, that almoſt chroughour all tal 
where nothing but white wine 1s drunk, as alſo 1 0 
eA'njox in France, I have ſeen divers perſons marke 
with'thefe red ſpots: and in caſe it proceeded fron 
their Mothers longing to drink Wine, they ougt

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to be white ſpots, or of an Amber colour, being th: 
colour of the wine of theſe Countries : but we ougft 
rather ro conclude that they are cauſed, from fomt 
extravaſated blood, at the time the Infanc is forn 
ed; which marks the skin, yet very tender m_ k 
po 


\Wpots, and colours it in whatloever part ir toucheth, 
MWmuch afcer the ſame manner as we fſce it marked 
-Wwich Gunpouder, or ſome waters producing thelike 
WeffeX when it 1s waſhct and bathed wich them. If 
Mwill nor however deny that the imagination hath a 
power to imprint on the body of the Infant, marks 
Mof this nature 3 but that can only be when young 
W with Child, and principally at the very moment of 
Mconception 3 for when the Child is compleatly for- 
- Wmed, the imagination can in no wiſe change its firſt 
figure, and Women muſt wean themſelves from theſe 
vain apprehenſions, which 'they ſay they haveto 
MM ſuch things ( every moment ) and ſerves fome of 
them for a pretext to cover their liquorifhnefs. 
- M Since-my diſcourſe is fallen upon this ſubje& of 
Marks, with which oft times:the bodies of -Infants 
"MW are ſpoted in their birth, 'and which comes, as is 
af ordinarily believed, from the imagination of their 
0 Mother, 1t ſeems to me not much from my purpoſe 
Mo recite you a circumſtance- very particular ſound 
on Me, -when I came into the world, as my Father 
and Mother have often told me, which is, - that my 
Mother being with Child of me, and almoſt at the. 
end of her reckoning, as it appear'd afterwards, the 
"eldeſt of her three Sons (which ſhe -then had of 
iſ fix years old, and her firſt-born, whom ſhe loved 
1-.Mf with an extraordinary tendernels and- Ydyed 
in ſeven dayes of the ſmall Pox, all which-time ſhe 
4 continned night and day by his bed: fide tending 
MI him in all. his neceſſities, not ſuffering any otherto 
4 do it, whatſoever defires were made to her, pot to - 
2 weary and trouble her ſelf,as ſhe did,for the Childs 
ſickneſs, alledging that in her preſent conditioh,ſhe 
Y ought to be careful of her ſelf, and nor be the _ 
"ml 
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of death to the Infant ſhe went with 4 in fine,at the 
end of ſeyen dayes her Son dyed, upon which the 
next day ſhe was delivered of me, who bronght 
effeQtively into the world with me fix or ſeven of 
the ſmall Pox. Now it 1s certain, that it would be 
irrational to ſay, that I had then contracted cheſs 
ſmall Pox in my Mothers Womb, by her Rrong im. 
magination : But if I were asked whence they pro« 
ceeded ? I ſhould anſwer, that the contagious air 
ſhe breathed without diſcontiuuance, during the 
whole ſickneſs of her deceaſed Son, had {fo infeted 
the maſs of her blood, with which at that time I 
was nouriſhed, thar I, rather than the, eafily recei- 
ved the impreſſion of this contagion, becauſe of the 
cenderneſs of my body, Let us therefore. afferr, 
| that the umagination cannot produce any of the 

> above mentioned effeRs, but at the momenr of con+ 
| ception, or within few dayes afrer, and that we 
ought for the moſt parrt to ſearch elſewhere (if we 
defire the truth of it) the cauſe of moſt of theſe' 
Spots, 'Marks, and Signes with which-many In« 
fans -are born, _; 4 
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2 Of the Signs of Conception.

And Fathers 
imagin chemſelves not quite dead,if they leave their 
hke behind them after cheir dearh, co wit, cheir 
Children, | | 
By Generation, we underſtand generally, a 
progreſs of that which is, to that which is nor. 
But this definition is a litcle roo ample for to come 
to the knowledge of what we defire concerning the 
generation of perfet Animals, and chiefly of Man. 
kind 5 wherefore that our intention may be the 


eaſter conceived, we mult ſearch ſome other, or ra< 


ther a deſcription, which may more exaRtly diſcover 
the thing : to this purpoſe we ſay that by the ge. 
neratiou of Mankind, we mean a proper and par- 
ticular aCtion of the Womb ; by which working 
upon both ſeeds there retained, ir forms and ſhapes 
a body out of them, compoſed of divers parts, 
which it diſpoſeth in order, to become 1n timethe 


| Organ of the Soul, which muſt be infuſed into it, 


There are many things requiſit to make the Gene- 
ration perfet, without which it would be wholly

conſequences. This falſe great-Belly is, as we have 
already ſaid, often cauſed by wind, which blows 
up and diſtends the Womb, and which Women 
oft-times diſcharge with as much noiſe as if it came 
from the Fundament : ſomerimes-*ris nothing bue 
water which is gathered there in ſuch abundance, 
as ſome Women. have been ſeen to void a pail full 
without any Child ; though they verily. believed 
they were with Child, as did that Wood-Mer-

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chant, whoſe ſtory you have in the end of the third 
Chapter, who d1d not yoid it till the end of- the

F prudence be neceſſary to enable a Chicurgeon 
L or Midwife to aflure a Woman thar ſhe is with 
Child, or not, and of a true or a falſe-conception ;

how far ſhe is gone, to the end they may be cer- 
tain whether the Infant be yer quick or no, which 
is of great moment': becauſe, according to the Law, 
ifa big- bellied Woman miſcarry by a wound, he 
that firuck ' her, deſerves Dearh, in caſe the Child 
were quick, otherwiſe he is only condemned in a

abouts, was ſurprized with great pains, much like 
chrows of Labour, which made her ſend for her 
Midwife, who as ſoon as ſhe was come, and under- 
ſtanding the caſe no better than they uſe to do, 
endeavoured all ſhe could to bring her to bed,aug- 
menting her pains, by ſharp Clyſters, making her 
walk about her Chamber, as 1f ſhe had been ar her 
full timez but finding at two dayes end no for- 
wardneſs, notwithſtanding the continual pains, 
the ſent for nie to know. what was fic for her to do 
in that caſe ; I went to the Woman, and found 
the inward orifice ofthe Womb dilated enough for 
the crop of my lictle Finger to enter into its jnward 
part,and yet wider towards the outward part ; but 
confidering that ſhe had no other accident but thoſe 
pains, I cauſed her immediacly to goto bed, where 
ſhe continued eight or nine dayes, in which time 
her pains ceaſed, the Womb cloſed exaQtly, as I 
found ſome dayes after, and ſhe went on with her 
Child three full months longer, and was then 
breught to bed of a Daughter ar the full crime, firong 
and robuſt, which is yet living, and now five years 
old or thereabouts. Now bad I purſued what they 
bcoan, this Woman without doubt would Have 

miſcarried at fix months, which

(Here is:a Sreat difurs, whether. a Woman 

6 i (who hath two or more Children ar once) 
conceived of them ar one, or at ſeycral Caitions, 
We ſee indeed daily that Bitches, Sows, and. Ra- 
bits have divers young with . bur once copulating, 
which may very well make us judge the ſame of a 
Woman. Some will have this to be by Superfe- 
tation : but there are fgns by which we may, know 
the difference; whether both Children wer? be- 
gotten atonce ;, or ſucceſſively one after che other. 
Super feration; according to Hippocrates, in his 
Book which treats of it, SA reiterated PP 
whzna Woman, being already, with Chil 
ceives again the ſecond time. That whidhT by 
many beleive there can be no Superf:arzonys 15s 
becauſe, as foon as a Woman hath conceived; het 
Womb cloſeth and is exatly firm, ſo that the Seed 
of the Man, abſolutely ; neceflary to:;conception, 
finding no place nor entry, cannot {as t ey lay) be 
Tece'ved, nor contained in it; foto capſe this leeongt 
conception.

For what reſpeQts exerciſe and reſt,let them govern' 
themſelves according to the difterent time of their:

ſhe can) to keep her bed, ar leaſt till the fitth or' 
fxth day, and by no means_to uſe copulition all 
the time ; foraſmuch as the Seeds being nor yer co- 
vered with the membrane, which 1s formed in that 
time (as we have ſaid already) are 1n the beginning, 
by the agitation of the body, very apt in ſome per- 
ſons to {lip forth.

Leer her exer- 
ciſe be gentle walking , and the heels of her ſhoes 
low ; becauſe Women cannot, for the bignels of 
their bellics, ſee their feer, and ſo are ſubject to 
tumble and fall : In ſhort, ſhe muſt govern her 
ſelf in theſe exerciſes,rather to err in too much reſt, 
than in too much Exerciſe; for the danger is greater 
by immoderate motion, than in roo much reſt, Ir 
1s 1mpollible for me in this point to be of the opinion 
of all Authors, although all the World follows 
them in this their evil and dangerous counſel, who 
would have a pregnant Woman exerciſe her ſelf 
more than ordinary toward the latter end of her rec- 
koning, that ſo, they ſay,the Child may fink lower! 
But 1t they conſider the point well, they woutd 
withour doubt find it to be the cauſe of more than 
| half of the hard Labours 3 and that on the con- 
rrary, reſt would be more advantagious to them, 
as I ſhall prove by the following explication., 
Firſt, We nwſt know and take for granted that 
the birthof a Child ought to be left to the work of 
Nature well regulated, and not ro provoke it, by 
ſhaking it with this exetciſe,for to diſlodge it before 
its full time : which hapning (thought ic be but ſe- 
rea or eight dayes ſooker) proves ſonierimies as pre- 
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Grapes, which we find four or five days before 
they are full ripe, to be ye almoſt Half Verjuice. 
But to explain more clefrly than by this compariſon, 
chat theſe kind of exerciſes often cauſe hard labours, 
(as we have already ſaid) confider that che Infant, 
is narurally fcituared in the Womb with the head 
uppermoſt, and the feet downwards: with its face 
cowards the Mothers belly, juſt coll it hath atrained 
to the eighth month; at which time, and ſometimes -

Hemorrhoids are tumours and painful. inflamma- 
tions, ingendred by a flux of humours upon the ex- 
trenucies of the Hemorrhoid Veins and Arteries, 
and are cauſcd in great-bellied Women by the a- 
bundance of Blood which is caſt upon thele parts, 
becauſe the body at _ this time is not purged of its 
ſuperfluicies, as 1t was accuſtomed before; Ir is like- 
wiſe very often cauſed by the great endeavours char 
Women ſometimes make to go to ſtobl when they 
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theſe endeavours the Blood, which is in theneigh- 
bouring Veſls, bring likewiſe expreſſed, ſw = and 
| blows 


e Dilealſes - Libr 
blows up their extremities, upon which comes theſe 
inful inflamations, call'd Hemorrhoids, of which 
ome are internal, ſome 'external, ſome ſmall and 
with lictle or no pajn, and ſome extreamly big and 
painful. This may fuffice fortheir general differen- 
ces, without coming to their particulars, which 
would require a more ample explication, ' - © 
If they are ſmall and withour pain; either inter- 
nal or external, -it iscafie enough to prevenr their 
further growth, by Remedies, which hinder and 
turn the flax from thoſe parts : but there is more 
reaſon to cure the great and painful ones, by 
eaſing firſt the great pain, for as long as that con. 
tinuesthe Flux is ever augmented. To this purpoſe, 
if the big-bellied Woman have in the reſt of her bo.

accuſtomed times, and flows by degrees from the 
neck, near the inward Orifice of the Womb, and 
not from its Fund ; as may be diſcovered, if try- 
ingwitha finger one finds the inward Orifice ex- 
acly cloſed ; which could not be, if the blood 
proceeded from the bottom, as alſo if it proceeds 
without pain ; all which circumſtances do not meet 
in a flooding, but others very different, as will ap-

Here is 2 great difference between the menſtru. 
'S:as Blood, of which we have diſcourſed in the 
preceeding chaprer, which happens ſomerimes ro

the Secmwndine in fach caſes, and fomerimes in ochers, 
ſeparating in parr, if not totally, from the wfide of 
the botrom of the Wamb, to which-ir ought to ad< 
here, thacit might receive the Mochers Blood, ap< 
pointed for the Infants nouriture, by which ſepara< 
c102-1t leaves open all the orifices of che veſſels where 
ie was joyned, and ſb follows a-great flux of Blood, 
which never ceafcth. (if ſo. cauſed): till the Wo- 
man he brought to bed:: for: the Secundine being 
once looſened, alchough bur part of ir, never joyns 
again to the Womb:'to cloſe thoſe Veſlels, which 


can-never ſhut cill the Womb hath voided all thac it . . 


contained: for then compretling and clofing its {elt, 
andas it were entering within it ſelf (as 1t happens 
preſently after delivery,) the orritices of the vellels.

Matrizi (which during pregnancy became as it were 
ſpongeous) in the-place whence the Secundzne was

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ſeparated, the orifices of the veſlels are cloſed, af- 
ſoon as it 1s cleanſed from whatſoever it contained

Alchough I have ſaid that a Woman in this con- 
dition, for the reaſons alledged, muſt neceflarily 
be delivered, that the Flooding may be ſtopt ; 1 do 
not intend it ſhould be done afloon as perceived : 
becauſe ſome {mall Floodings have ſometimes been 
ſuppreſied by keeping quietly in bed, bleeding in 
the Arme, and the uſe of the Remedies ſpecified in 
the precedent Chapter 5 it may likewiſe be but an 
ordinaryand menttruous Flux, If then the Blood 
flows bur in ſmall quantity, and continues a little 
while, *cis good leaving the labour to the work of 
nature,provided the Woman hath ſufficient ſtrength, 
and thar it be accompanied with no other evil acc- 
dent : but when it flows in ſo great abundance,that 
ſhe falls into Conyulſions and Faintings, then the 

tion muſt not be defer'd 3 and 'ris abſolutely 
neceſlary the ſhould be delivered whether ſhe bear 
her reckoning or no, whether ſhe have pains or 
throws, or not ; becauſe there is no other way to 
ſave her life, and the Childs, then preſently to do 
It.

' There muſt noralwayes in theſe unfortunate ac- 
cidents be expected pains and throws to force and

neither muſt ir be defer*d,till the Womb be enough 
opened, foraſmuch as this effuſion of Blood very 
much moiſtens it, and the weakneſs relaxeth it, ſo 
that ic may be then as eafily dilaced as 1f there had 
been abundance of ſtrong throws.

the Feet, and draw it forth by them (obſerving eve- 
ry curcumſtance, that ſhall be ſhewen in the x4th 
Chapter of the ſecond Book, where is deſcribed the 
way how to deliver aWoman,theChild coming wich 
the Feer firſt ) becauſe there is better hold, and more 
elite to deliver by them, than by the Head or any 
other part of the body, Wherefore if the Feer lie nor 
ready, the Chirurgeon muſt ſeek for them, which ac 
that time is eaſier done than at another, becauſe the 
great Flooding makes the Womb looſe and ſlippery 
by its humidity, fo that it will not be difficult for 
him co turn the Child and bring it by the Feet, as 
we have even now faid ; after which he muſt fetch 
the after-burthen, which in theſe caſes cleaves but

wart of this operation in this if accident 5 and ma- 
ny others have eſcaped death, (which elfe moſt cer-

Guillemen in Chap. 13 of his 24 Book of hap- 
py Deliveries, makes mention of fix or ſeven Hiſto- 
mes to confirm this verity, in ſome of which we may 
find the Women and their Children bloody vidtims 
of 1c, for not having been m the kke cafe delivered, 
which others, by a feaſonabie delivery, efcaped ; 
and the better ro confirm i by my own experience, 
T will recne you one amongſt the reſt, very remark- 
able, of the remembrance of which I am fo ſenfible, 
thar the In« I wrice with-at prefent ro publiſh it co 
the World for their proptic, feerns ro: me to- be 
Blood, becauſe in this bag and facal occatios, I faw 
part of?.ny ſelf expire. 

Abour three years fince one of my Siſters, not 
yet one and twenty years of age, being about cight 
months and a half gone with her fifch Chitd, and 
then very well in. heakh, was ſo unfortunate as to 
hurc her ſelf (chough ar firſt ſmall in. appearance) 
by falling on her Knees, her Belly a litcle touching 
che ground by the fall, afrer whachthe paſfed a day 
or two without perceiving any great alteration, 
which made her negle&t co repale her ſelf, being 
very neceſhry for her; buc the third day, or 
thereaboucs, after her hurt, abour clever. un; the 
morning, ſhe was ſuddenly farprifed with ſtrong 
and frequent. pains in the Belly, which were unme- 
.diatly tollowed with: Floodings 3 this made her

derftanding her Office, told her ſhe muft have pa«

then to ſee me, to know whether I would pals the 
fame ſentence, and whether her danger, whuch till 
augmented more and more, was without remedy 
(for her Blood flowed away continually in great a- 
bundance) Ac length I returned home, where che 
had been long before to cell me this bad news, though 
by misfortune could nor find me (as I ſaid before) 
which as foon as I underſtood, I imniediately ha- 
ſened co her with all poſſible ſpeed, whereI ſaw af 
ſoon as I came in, fo pittiful a ſpeRacle, that all che

Any Women with Child find an extraordi- 
M nary weight at the botrom of their Bellies ; 
which comes, becauſe the Womb, by the weight ic 
Contains 1N 1ts capacity, bears down upon the neck, 
_ andfometimes fo low that they cannot walk with« 
out pain” and firadling ; at which time alfo they 
cannot uſe copulation bur with great inconvenience. 
The bearing down of che Womb, 3s whea it on. 
ly falls into the Yagine, without coming in the leaſt 
withour the Privicies, for then ir is called the falling- 
out, or Precipitation ;. which 1s amore troubleſom 
and dangerous Difcaſe, and doth not uſually befal 
'Wamen with Child, becauſe the extent and bignels 
of the Womb hinders ir, that it cannot fall our, buc 
onfy, bears down.

Wecmen are troubled with an univerſal crembling, 
and principally of the Legs and Thighs 5 nor with 
cold, as at the beginning of an Ague-fir, bur with 
the hear of the whole body,and the humours, which 
then flow from theWomb,are often diſcolouredwich 
Blood, which with the figns above mentioned,1s an 
infallible mark of the nearneſs of the birth, *cis that 
the Midwives uſually call Shows-3 and it one then 
puts up their finger intorhe neck of the Womb,they 
will find the inner Orifice dilated, ar the opening 
of which the membranes of the Infanc, containing 


the Waters, preſent themſelves, and are ſtrongly 


forced downwards with every pain the Woman 
hath ; at which rime one may perceive them to re- 
fiſt and appear to the finger, ſo much the more or 
leſs: hard and extended as the pains are ſtronger 
or weaker, Theſe membranes with the waters 1n 
them, when gathered (that 1s, when they are ad- 
vanced before the head of the Child, which makes 
the Midwives call it the gathering of the waters) 
preſcuting themſelves 2x this inward Orifice, do

the pains redoubling continually,. the membranes 
are broken by the ſtrong impulhion of the waters, 
which incontinently flow away, and then the head 
of che Child is cafily felt. naked, and preſented at | 
opening of the znward Orifice ofthe Womb :. Now 
all theſe, or the grearctt part of them met togerher, 
at what time foeyer ofa Womans going with Child 
it be, whether full cime or no, one may be aſſured 
ſhe will ſoon be delivered ; but great care.mult be 
taken not ro haſten her Labour, before the necelli- 
ty of it beknown by theſe Ggns, for that would but 
torment the Woman and Child 1n vain, and- pur 
them both in danzer of their lives, as that Midwife 
did, whom I found endeavouring to put the above 
named Martha Rolet in Labour at (ix monchs. end, 
becauſe of ſome pains ſhe had in her Belly and 
Reins, without any other accident anſwering them 

downwards ; which Hiſtory is ac large in the fixth , 
Chapter of the firſt Book, ro ſhew that in ſome 
caſes we muſt make no more haſte than good ſpeed. - 

Labour contrary to Nature is when the Child 

comes in an ill Figure and ſcituation 3 as when it 
preſents any otherwiſe chan the-Head tuR,. as alſu 
when the Waters flow away along time betoxe ir is 
born, becauſe-it remains dry in the Womb,andithey 
are abſolucely.neceſlary to moiſten the paſſaggy ;and 
render ir more {lippery. When the Kher: Mirthen 
comes firſt, it is an accident which renders the La- 3 
bour always dangerons, by reaſon of the great flux of 
Blood uſually following, of which the Mother ma y 
die in a few.hours,and.the Infant (becauſe it receives 
no more nouriſhment) is quickly ſmocherd 1n the

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needs, if it ſtay never ſo little after. The Labour 
is alſo grievous,” when accompanied with a Feaver, 
or any other conſiderable Diſtemper, which may 
deſtroy'the Child in rhe Womb, as alfo when pains 
are {maall, and come ſlow with long intervals, and 
little profic, by reaſon of which a Woman is ex- 
treamly tyred : bur the difhiculry moſt frequent and 
ordinary comes from the Infant's wrong poſture. 
We ſhalt ſpeak more particularly of the ſigns of all 
theſedifferenc Deliveries, in treating of them ſever- 
ally hereafter : and now come to the ar 7 of ſome 
particulars, without which it is impolfible ro affiſt 
a Woman ſafely in Her natural Labour, or ta help 
her in the unnatural ' ones : and therefore we will 
examine every thing that is in the Womb with the 
Infant during pregnancy, and firſt 'deſcribe thoſe

As the young of all other Animals have their 
bodies free, without the trouble of any coverings, ſo 
they 'cahily diſcharge themſelves ot their 'Excre- 
ments,withour being befouled ; and they no ſooner 
enpty 'their Belly, bur their Dam ('if they cannot 
doat themſelves) perceiving it, caſts irforth of their 
Nett, cor at leſt rangeth it in ſome one part, where 
itcafmor hurt them : but ict is not- the ſame with 
Infants, who (for being bound: and{wathed with 
Swathes: and Blankets, as we are forced,” to. give 
them a ſtrait Figure only ſuitable ro mankind) can- 
rot render their Excrements, but at the-ſame time: 
they maſt be befouled, and in' which, (becauſe it. 
cafiirot be perceived for their Clothes) they often re- 
main, until che 111 ſcent of ic offends the Nurſes 
noſe 3 or that ſhe. doubts it, becauſe of the Cryes 
and -Tears of the Child, which is incommoded by 
the Moiſtneſs and Acrimony of it; to avoid which 
ler the Child be opened _ changed, atleaſt twice 
or thrice a day, and. alſo ſometimes in the night, if

_ The Child mwſt alwaies be 0 pened before the fire, 
and his Beds and Clouts well warmed and 'Qried, 
before he be pur into them, Jeſt their coldneſs and 
moiſture cauſe a Cholick and Gripes z che Nurſe 
likewiſe, muſt be. careful from time to time to put 
ſoft Rags behind the Ears and under the Arm-pits, 
to dry np.the moiſture there found, being very 
careful, during the firſt four or five dates, not to 
make the remaining part of the Navel-ſtring fall oft 
too ſoon, and before the.Veſſels of it be perfectly 
cloſed. Let her likewiſe ſee every time the opens 
him, whether che Navel, for want of being well

All cheſe direCtions in this preſent Chapter, con- 
cerning the Diet and Order of a new-born Babe, 
muſt be underſtood for one in healch ; for if be be 
any waxs indiſpoſed, he muſt be treated according 
a$ the caſe. requires. This' is what we intend to 
examine in all the remaining part of the Book,

Of the Indiſpefitions of little Children, and 
firſt of thetr weakneſs. 


JF Oung Trees are ſcarce raiſed ont of the Earth, 
which 1s their Mother, but ofren many of 

them ſoon after dye ;z becauſe their ſmall bodies, by 

'reaſon'of the tenderneſs of their ſubſtance, eaſily re- 
ceive alceration, and cannor without great diffi 

'culty refift the ſmalleſt oppoſition, until they be- 
.come a little bigger, and have taken ſtronger and 
deeper root : So likewiſe we ſee daily above half of 

the young Children dye, before they are two or 

three years old ;' as well becauſe of the tenderneſs 

of their Bodies, as by reaſon-of the feebleneſs of 

their Age, they cannot otherwiſe expreſs the 1n- 

commodities they ſuffer within, but by their cryes. 

We have heretofore diſcovered how they ought to 
be governed in the beginning for the preſervation of 

- a good health; we will now diſcourſe of the in- 
diſpoſttions to which they are ſubject, principally 

fxom their birch, © ?cill chey ate ſeven or eight 
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Months old, Lec us firft mention ſome :they ar® 
born with, and then wee'l eatertain you with thole | 
that uſually happen to them afterwards. 

The firſt Accident to be remedicd is the weak- 


neſs many Children bring into the world with chem; 


which often happens, not becauſe they: are-[f0.by 
Nature, but by: the violence of a bad Lahevt, or 
the length of ic, during which they ſuffer {o, much, 
that ſometimes after they are born-they areſo weak, 
that it is hard to be diſcovered whether _they-are 
dead or alive, not any part of their Body being 
p_ co ſtir, which ſometimes 1s ſo Llew and 
ivid, eſpecially the Face, that:one wauld think 
they were quite choaked, © And: many tames, afcer

little and little, the Infanc recovering his ſtrength, 
will inſenfibly come to flirr his Limbs one after 
another, and fo at firſt cry bur weakly, which 
afterwards, as he breaths freer, will augment and 
become ſtronger, | 
Beſides theſe helps we have mentioned, which 
certainly are the beſt and moſt certain for the 
weakneſs of a new-born Babe, Midwives ordinarily 
make uſe of others, which I do not approve of, not 
only becauſe they are uſeleſs, but becauſe ſome of 
them are very dangerous to the Child. Some lay 
the Afrer-burthen, being very warm, to- the Belly, 
and leave it there *fill it is cold, ' I havecl{-where 
. declared, that the Burthen, by reaſon of its heat,

this pra&tice be continued, it muſt rather be to ſa- 
tisfie cuſtome, than for any hope of benefic to be 
thereby received. | | 

If theſe things do no good, yet do they no 
great hurt, but are only nſeleſs 5 bur' this which 
follows is capable to ſuffacate a Child immediately, 
that is, when ſome do thruſt back, and make the 
Blood which is in the #mbilical Veſlels to enter into 
the Body, believing that it fortifies and recovers 
the Child out of irs weakneſs ; but we have elſewhere 
declared, that the Blood contained in theſe Veſſels 
loſe their ſpirits aſſoon as the Secondime is ſeparated 
and. come forth of the Womb; nay, ir is there im- 
mediatly after, half congealed : Now if ic bethus 
thruſt back into a weak Childs Liver, it remains 
there, being no longer animated with any ſpirits, 
and inſtead of giving him new ſtrength, it overcomes 
that little which remains,and compleats the exrin&tion 
of his languiſhing natural heat: to avoid this,be care. 
ful not'to force back the Blood thus into the Infants 
Belly, for *beſides in theſe weaknefles, (unleſs it 
ſhould be otherwaies by the Mothers flooding be- 
fore ſhe was brought to Bed) there is alwaies too 
much of it inthe Infants body, and inſtead of ſend. 
ing more to it, there muſt be ſome drawn back from 
it towards the extremities, that ſo its Ventricles be= 
Ing a little diſcharged, may have afterwards a more 
free motion to ſend back the ſpurits to all parts, 
which arc deprived of them by theſe faintings : 
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Wherefore ſince the Child muſt receive nothing 
from che Vavbilical Veſlels after its Birth, let them 
betyed aſſoon as. may be, and then ordered accords 
ing as we have directed. 
| Very oftenthe Children which are weak at their 
Birth, are ſo by nature; as when they come before 
heir time, and are ſo much the weaker, by how 
much they want to compleat the end of the ninth 
Moneth, and alſo when they are begotten by infirm 
and ſick parents. | 
Theſe are hard to remedy, and there is nothing 
more to be done, but to nouriſh and order them | 
well according to our former directions ; but it will 
be rare for them to be long-lived, and ic is much 
if they do nor dy2 by the leaſt indiſpofition that 
betalls their natural weaknels, 
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CHAP. XX. 


Of Contuſ;ons, or Bruiſet of the Head, and 
#ther parts of the Body of a new-born Babe. 


He Bodies of new-born Children, are, as we 

have ſaid, fo tender and delicate, that they 

are eaſily bruiſed and hurt ; and ſometimes in a bad 
Labour their Members are diſlocated, either be- 
eauſe it remained long in an unnatural Poſture ; or 
becauſe they were handled too rudely in the Opera- 
rion : the moſt uſual and frequent bruiſe is for the 
moſt part on che rop of their Head, where ſome- 
- Tues at their Birth, they haye a Knob, as buy 


half an Egg, if not bigeer, as is ufually ſeen in 
firſt Labours; and which happens the ſooner, ac- 
tording as the Woman is advanced in Age ; becauſe 
the inward orifice of the Womb, called the Gar- 
land, being more callexs, doth not dilate wirhout 
much difficulty; for which reaſon, the Childs head 
preſſing againſt it, and the upper part of ic (which 
naturally preſencs firſt to the Paſſage) being begirr 
with it as with a Garland, is puft up and ſwelled 
{becauſe of the Blood and Humours which, fall 


f down, and are retained in this part) by the great 


tomprefſion which this inward orifice makes round 
about, eſpecially when the Throwes begin to be 
ſtrong, and the Child comes bur ſlowly forward, 
after the Warers, which did a little defend it, 
are broke away ; the Midwife alſo may do much ill 
nit, if ſhe roucheth it too-ofcen, or too-roughly 
with her Fingers, when it lyes in the Birth; but 
many times they are in this caſe wrongfullyaccuſed ; 
becauſe for the moſt part the ſingle compreſſion 
this orifice makes in form of a Garland about the 
Childs Head is the cauſe of this kind of bruiſed 
Tumours. | 

This part ſwells after the ſame manner as we ſee 
all others, which are either too-ſtrongly preſt, 


| bound, or laſed ; for , this means, the lood, 


which cannor circulate, being ftoptin great abun- 
dance in one part, obligeth it to ſwell and be blown 
up; and, by the repletion it makes, renders ic 
livid, as if it were bruiſed : Now this compreſſion 
is much-greater in reſpe& of the Veins, which are 
alwaies more outward, and ought to carry back the 
Blood to the Heart, than of the Arteries, by means 
pf which it is carricd to all the parcs; for beſides 
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that the Arteries lye deeper, they have alſo a con. 


tinual Pulſation, by the favour of which a lictle 


Blood ever flides away ; and this 1s the reaſan 

chart in all Compreſſons of Ligatures of parts, pro» 

' vided they be not toc-hard, the Blood is eaſily 
carried into them by the Arteries, and but very 

hardly, or not at all, 

which 15 the reaſon that the part receiving much 
more than it ſeads back or conſumes for 1ts nouriſh.

tion. If they that praftiſe Midwifery do but 


well conſider what I have ſaid, when occaſion offers, 

which is very often, they will find that theſe 
kind of Knobs or Tumours, which many Children 
have on their Head at their birth, proceed ordi. 
narily from no other cauſe than what I hbaye here 
explained, 


Theſe Tumours many times are ſo great and 


high, that (the Woman nor being yet delivered, nor 
having che inner Orifice of the Womb well dilated) 
they do hinder the diſcovery of the part the Infant 
firſt preſents, making Midwives ſometimes to ima- 
gine, not being able to feel any bone of the Head 
with their Finger, that it is the Childs Shoulder, 
or ſame other part, nay ſome of them cannot cell 
. what that ſwelling is they feel : but they may ſoon 
know it, by reaſon. theſe Tumours, though feeling 
yery flzſhy at the touch, are natwithſtanding 
harder chan any Shoulder, or Buttock of a Child, 
which parts are-alwaies more ſoft and without hairy

' A Sſoon as little Infants are in the leaſt indiſpo- 

> ſed, They very ordinarily get a Looſneſs, to 
which their natural Moiſineſs very much contri- 
bures, 'as is taught in the 53 ** Aphorilm of the 
Second Book; Quicungque alvos bumides babent, 
bquidem juvencs fuerint melins deguut bis que ficeas 
babent, 8c, © They, ſaith Hippocrates, who have 
« looſe Belly in their youth, are in better health 
cf than thoſe that are bound. Beſides thar all 
Children axe of a moiſt nature, and uſually, du- 
ring their ſucking, fed with Spoon-meats, which 
wc and readily low from the Stomach and the

© For the moſt paxt the Looſneſſes happen to them 
by reaſon of the great pain they have ac the cutting 
their Teeth ; for all the Humours are. fo over- 
heated, that they are then very thirſty, which 
makes them, endeavouring to extinguiſh it, draw 
more Milk than their weak Stomaths can digeſt, 
which corrupting there,a Looſneſs certainly follows. 
It may alſo happen by the vitiouſneſs of che Nurſes 
Milk, which may be too hot, (as a new-laid Wo- 
mans alfo js) being ever impure, eſpecially the fu 
mars T7: :

ſpirits, which the continual evacuation of humours 
Parke through che Belly effects. 

' For this purpoſe ler it ſuck well purified Milk, 
giving it bur little ata time, to the end it may the 
better digeſt ic ; and to cleanſe his Stomach and 
Gucs of the ill humours, which being contained 
in, and cleaving to them, will yet ſo much the 
more hinder the digeſtion, give it a ſlight Infuſion 
of Rhubarb, or a little compound Syrup of Su- 
cory: gentle Anodine Clyſters may likewiſe be gi- 
ven, made with Milk, Yolks of Eggs, and Honey 
of Fiolets; and after purging, let them be mage 
with Plaxtaxe water. One may then alſo mix the

Of Vonutings in Children, 


'©>- need not wonder at the Vomiting of little 
Children, becauſe 'tis an accident more or. 
dinary and common to them than any other z nor 
need one be very carefu] ro ſtop it, unleſs 1t be con- 
tinual, and a little exceſſive ; in which caſe cis fit 
to remedy it, to prevent the conſequents of a 
worle Malady. : 
Vomiting uſually happens to Children, becaufe 
they often draw more Milk than their little Sto- 
mach can eaſily contain or digeſt, with which be. 
ing over-charged, they are obliged to caſt it up: 
It may alſo happen to them, becauſe 'ris bad Milk 
The efforts of a violent Congh may cauſe che ſame 
thing, which alſo may be cffe&ted by their Nurſes 
too rude dancing them in their arms, ſhaking them 
too much by violent rocking their Cradle; toraf- 
much' as by thoſe motions the Milk, being too- 
much agitated and diſturbed in the Stomack, can- 
not be well digeſted 3 bur very often alſo, becauſe 
it cannot be well contained in it, the Iofants Belly 
being too much compreſſed and ſwathed with hus 
Swathes and Blankets in which he is ſwadled, 
Which makes bim throw it up, becauſe of the pain 
he tecls, © To all theſe cauſes the ſweetneſs and

Infant is nouriſhed, contributes much, 
When the Vomiting is too-frequent,. *cis fit it

To cure this Vomiting, regard muſt be had ta 
that which cauſeth it : as, when the Child ſucks 
more than it ſhould , the Nurſe muſt nor give ic 
ſo much, and bur lictle ar a time, that the Sto- 
mach may the eaſier contain and digeſt what it 
receives : if it be the ill quality of the Milk, the 
Nurſe muſt be changed for a better; if by a 
Cough, it muſt be helped by things fit co appeaſe 


- It, according to the different cauſes wherewith it 


3s excited. The Nurſe muſt not dance it ſo rudely, 
nor rock it {o fiercely after it hath ſucked, that t 
digeſtion of the Milk may not be hindered þy theſe 
agitations. Care muſt likewiſe be taken, that it. 
be not too cloſe wrapped and ſwathed upon the 
Stomach, but that it may be freely- extended ac. 
cording to the quantity of Milk received ; and be- 
fides all this, if any ill humours be contained in 
it, it will be very convenient to purge the Infant 
with a gentle infuſion of Rhubarb, or half an 
Ounce of compound Syrup of S#ccory, and after 
that it hath been thus purged, if judged to the pur- 
poſe, it may take a lircle Syrup of Quizces to for. 
tifie the little Stomach, having alfo upon the re- 
gion of it for the ſame purpoſe, Compreſles wer in

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CHAP, EXXL 


Of a Hernia, or Rupture in Children, 


TJ? che end we may not deviate too much from 
our undertaking, which is only to obſerve 
ſome particulars concerning Infants maladies, we 
will not {tay to explain, nor throughly co treat of 
all che different kinds of Hernia's, but be con- 
tented ſlightly to examine thoſe which uſually 
hapyen to them, as che Inteſtinal 5 ſometime as 
compleat in Children as men, as. when the In- 
teltine falls into the bottom of the Scrotuwms, at 
other times __—_ when it doth not paſs the 
roine : It may be likewiſe ſome- 
*The Cawle. times, though rarely, the * Epi- 
ploox, which makes the Rupture 
and falls down alone as the Inteſtine doth; and 
{omerimes both the one and the other are there 
found rogether, 

The moſt frequent cauſes of Rupcures in little 
Children are their fierce Cries and violent Coughs, 
to which the Moiſtneſs and Softnels of their Badies 
doth not alittle contribucez and alſo when they 
are too-ſtraitly ſwathed, becauſe their Belly (noc 
being able to be ſufficiently enlarged, whea they 
cry or cough much) is trongly torced downwards, 
by reaſon of which theſe Herazes, or Rupcures, are 
eahly made, wo” | 

D Thus 
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This miſchief muſt be remedied afſoan as diſco-. 
yered; for the longer it is negleRted, the harder 
It 1s to be cured: becauſe by the continual falling 
of the Jnceſtine, the place through which ic falls, 
is every day more and more dilated. But as Her- 
nies calicr happen to Children, becauſe of the ten. 
derneſs of their Bodies, . ſo likewiſe are they ſooner 
cured than in antient perſons, þecauſe the 
dilated are eafier reunited, as well by reaſon of 
their tenderneſs, as that the Inteſtine (being re- 
duced and contained 1n i:s natural place whilſt 
the Child is growing) is enlarged in proportion to 
all che other parts of the body, and the place di- 
lated leffens by lictle and lictle, and cloſeth by the 
compreſſion of rhe Truſs or Swath rightly applicd 
upon it, 

Whileſt Children are in Swadling-Clouts, the 
cure of true Ruptures, which happen to them, 
muſ} not be undertaken, but by a Swath-band, 
which alone is capeable to cure both the perfeR 
and imperfect : and is effeCted by, a Rouler, pur. 
ting a Compreſs or Truls juſt upon the Ruprure, 
after having firſt reduced into their natural ſcitua- 
tion the Inteſtine and Epiploon likewiſe, if it were 
fallen down ; To do this, you muſt lay the Child 
with the Head low, then with both Hands reduce 
it by degrees, and thrufting with one che Tumor 
very gently, and cauſing wich the other the In. 
teſtine to re-enter, juſt at the dilatation, and keep- 
Ing in with it that which re-cntred, to hinder irs 
coming forth again, continuing to do thus, until 
the reduRion be compleated, after which one muſt 
Lay a Compreſs or Truſs thick enough upon the di- 
laced place, then fwarhe it on this mauner ; © Take 
bon tiaakog :

2 Rouler of breadth and length proportionable to 


the bigneſs of the Child, fo that it may go three or - 


four cipes abour, lay then the firſt end upon the 
Childs Belly, towards the fide oppoſite to that 
wherethe Herma 1s, afterwards guide ic under the 
Butrock, then conduct it in bringing ic upwards 
over the applicated Compreſſe, bring it thence un. 
der the Reins on the fame fide quite round the Bo« 
dy, afterwards paſs it as at firſt, continuing to do 
ſo *till you come to the end of it, ever obſerving 
that the circumvolations which paſs over the Groin, 
be brought from below upwards, to keep it the 
better up, and to faſten them all with ſmall Pins a 
top of the Compreſs, that ſo the ſwathing may be- 
more firm. 

It will be very convenient that the Nurſe carry 
the litthe Tnfanc to a Chirurgeon, to learn the 
manner of reducing the Rupture, and exatly ufin 
che Swath, inſtead of which a ſmall Truſs may be 
had, which will be yet better for this purpoſe, 
becauſe there is nor ſo much trouble in removing 
and undoing it {o often as there 15 1n a Swath ; for 
which purpoſe it ought to be waxed, or oiled on 
each fide , that che Childs excrements may not roc 
ic, Now if ene would have theſe Swathes or Truſles 
ſpecdily ro cure the Rupture, 'tis very fit the Child 
ſhould keep its Bed, ar leaſt fourty daies, or more 
according to the bigneſs of the dilatation : let care 
be taken to prevent its Crying and Coughing as 
much as may be, and that the Belly be nor ſwathed- 
co0 ſtrait, leſt rhoſe things do again force rhe In- 
reſtine ro come forth, Some before they apply the 
Swath, foment the part with Smiths-water, and 
then lay the Plaiſter of contre Reptwram upon b ; 

ut 
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but this is not. neceſſary, when-a Truſs or Swath , 
may be ſufficient, provided it be well applied. 
Beſides theſe true Hernia's, of which we have 
juſt ſpoken, there _—— alſo falſe ones, wherein 
no part falls down, but only there is a diſtention 
of the Membranes of the Scratuws and Teſticles, 
cauſed by ſome matter there - collefted, as well 
through the natural weakneſs of thoſe parts, as with 
being bruiſed and preſſed in a bad Labour, - amongft' 
which the watry and windy bappen ofteneſt, tor as 
for the fleſhy and varicoſe, they happen never, or 
bar very rarely 1n litcle Infants. EE 2 
For the cure of the watry, called Hydrecele, 
' which is cauſed by waters contained in the com- 
mon or proper membranes of the Teſticles, apply 
ro the ſwelling Remedies that may reſolve and - 
dry up the Waters therein, and diffipate the wind, 
and afterwards fortifie the parts, - They may be 
reſolved with Fomentations of the DecoHtion of 
Camomil , Melilot, Rue , Majoram and Fennel, 
in whichalfo the Compreſles to lay upon chem may 
be dipt; they may be dried with Lime-water, 
wherein a little Allows is diſſolved ; and after chat 
the greateſt part of Waters are reſolved and dried 
away, ler the parts be fortified, leſt others be there 
ingendred, by putting to it Compreſles wet in red 
Wine, wherein Roſes and Allum have been boiled, 
ever having reſpec to the cauſe of the Hydrecele, 
and that which feedsit 3 but if theſe Remedies prove 
in vain, the Tumour muſt be opened, to evacuare 
the Waters by a ſingle prick of a Lancer, with: 
which one muſt. be ſatisfied in licele Infants, who 
for the weakneſs of their Age, tenderneſs of their 
Bodics, and wang of the uſc of cheir reaſon, _

bodies in thruſting out theſe excrements,but endea- 
yours maſt only be uſed to hinder the generation of 
more of theſe i] humours in the Cluld;wherefore a 
healthful Nurſe muſt be provided 'for it; whoſe 
Milk is perfetly purified, and | very coal ; the 
Childs Belly muſt ever be kept open, . and purged 
if neceflary with a little Syrup of Roſes or Succory, 
that ſo che humours may not be ſent in too great

Of the ſmall Pox and Meazels in Infants; 


—_— 


He ifmall Pox 1s a contagious Diſeaſe to lictle 
# þ Infants ; which fomrmes alſo happen, though 
more rarely, co perions already advanced in age,in 
which abundance of Puſtules all alike do break 
forth chroughour the ſuperficies of the Skin, en« 
genadred from the im puricy of the Blood and other 
Humours which nature there caſts out, as an uni- 
verſal emunRory to cleanſe the whole body of 
them, 
Many antient as well as modern Phyſicians at- 
| cribute 
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tribute the cauſe of this diſeaſe to the reſidue of the 
menſtruous blood, wherewith the Infant was nou- 
rithed in the Mothers Womb, which after its 
birth coming to be heated, and to boil in the Vel- 
ſels, is ſeparated from the whole, Mals of Blood 


, which hath been fince engendred, and is ſpread - 


throughout all the ſuperficies of the Body, to be 
in thac manner rejeted and expelled, This rea- 
ſoning(according to my opinion)1s not veryprobable; 
for we daily lee many Men and Women, who 


' though very aged, have never had this Malady, 


which they could never have avoided, if it proceed 
ed from the remainder of che menftruous Blood, 
wherewith every one without exception 15 nou= 
riſhed in their Mothers Womb, They which nan. 
rain this opinion,reply, that though fome perſans be 
exemp:ed from this Diſeaſe, *cis becauſe their ſtrong 
and robuſt nature could digeſt and conſume thoſe 
ſuperfluiries, or elſe purge them oit by other wayes, 
as by a Looſneſs, or in ſome manner more infer 
fible : However they muſt confeſs and agree, tEat 
this menſtruous Blood (if ic were that) could not 
remain hid and quiet in the Body for 36, 40, or 
Fo years after Birth, withont producing its efftects, 
as we (ce in ſeveral that have not this diſeaſe 'cill 
thoſe years 3 bur *tis much more credible, that 
the cauſe of the ſaiall Pox is the corruption of a 
contagious Air, which doth principally infect anid 
ſpoil che blood of Infants and Yourh, who are 
more diſpoſed ro it than they that are further ad- 
ranced in years, becauſe of the tenderneſs and 
ſoftneſs of their,Bodies, and more at certain years 
and ſome ſeaſons than at others, as it may cafily be 
perceived every day ; for in peſtilential times, the, 

TY _ finall 
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imall Pox is much more common in the Spring and 
Sumner, than art the end of Autumn or in Win- 
rcr. | 

The ſmall Pox doth difter fron the Meazels, 
though they are ſo like in the beginning, that often 
It is difficult ro diftinguiſh them one from the 0- 
ther *cill after the ſecond or third day, when the 
{mall Pox, which ar firſt appeared like the Mea» 
zels, begins to riſe into Paſtsles, and to whiten, 
The Meazels are cauſed of a Blood 6b:/:ous and over. 
heated, which only makes red ſpots chroughourt 
the Sxin, without or with bur very little elevati- 
on, which comes ſooneſt and principally on the 
Face; bur the ſmall Pox proceeds from a ſanguine 
and pituicous mater, which being more thick and 
viſcous, producerh many Puſtules riſing high, and 
by degrees growing white and ripening, after 
which their matter drying away, they are con- 
verted into Scabs, 

Of the Signs of the ſmall Pox, ſome precede

precede are a Fever, Sottiſhneſs, Dizzineſs 
and Pain in the Head, very troubled Urine, wea- 
rizeſs and pains in the Reins and Loins, reachings 
and vomitings, difficulty of breathing, frequent 
Yawnings, Sneetzing, icching of the Noſe, reanels 
of the Eyes, and univerſad{ wearineſs all over che 
Body : bur when the ſmall Pox begins ro come 
forch, there appears about the third or fourch day 
many Pimples riſing every where, 'which grow

Buc the other for of [mall Pox,rorally malignanty 
is that which is cauſed from ſome contagious and 
nnam_ghs humour z where the Puſtules are flat, 
rown, obſcure or livid, having ſmall black ſpors 
in their middle, they come forth bur ſlowly, and 
no Suppuracion follows, or *cis very bad, ſanious; 
watry, andaccompanied with pernitious accidents, 
aS a malignant Feaver, Phrenzy, great difficulty 
of Breathing, Faincneſs, Dyſenteric, and others - 
which often are mortal, or at leaſt malignamt UL 
rers, foulnels of the boxe, loſs of fight, disfigure- 
ment and great deformity of the Face, or lameneſs 
bf ſome member, according ro the places where 
theſe vitious humours are conveyed and retained. 
Theſe havocks are cauſed by that which all Women

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| The Cure of the ſmall Pox particularly confifts in' 
rhe force and vertue of nature, that endeavours ta. 
expel theſe malignant humours ; wherefdre it, muſt” 
be affifted to overcome them as much as may be, 
and fortified that it may be ableto finiſh the work 
it hach undercaken, being very careful not to di- 
vert it from irs operation by an untimely bleeding,” 
or a Medicine'unſeaſonably given. To remedie this 
Malady, keep the Child to a'good diet, avoiding. 
ſolid meats all rhe'rime, giving it only Spoun-. 
meats, as Broaths made with Veale and Fowl, or 

a lirtle of a good Jelly ; ler his drink be Pryſan, 
made_ with ''cleanlked Frenxch-Barly, the roots of 
Dogs-grafs and Lignorice, and a few Raiſons of the 
Sun,” If it be a ſucking Infant, he muft have ng 
Pap 'rill he be perfe&ly cured ; and fince then by 
reaſon of his age he cannot receive Remedies often 
enough, nor other food at the Mouth than Nurſes 
milk, let her obſerve a good Diet her ſelf, to re- 
freth and temper her Milk, as much as may be; ler 
her not carry. the Child into the Aire, bur keep ic 
ina cloſe Room neither too hot nor cold : for coa - 
hot Air weakens it extreamly, by greatly reſol- 
ving and diſſipating the ſpirits; and a too cold Air 
drives the Humours back into the Body, and hin- 
ders the coming forth of the ſmall Pox. - Some ad- 
viſe it to be kept in a Bed hung round wich Red 
Curtains, becauſe. this Colour doth ordinarily 
move the Humours from the Centre outwards ; 
but this ofren hurts the Eyes, and inflimes them 
by its vivacity, to which alſo in this diſcaſc there 
happens a great fluxz wherefore F belicve a fofter 
Colour, what ever it be,ought tobe preferred ; but 
cuſtome will have ir ſo, The Infangs {leep-muſtt be 
Dd 3 mgderate, 


moderate, that the Humours deing thereby dereer 
| concocted and digeſted, the coming forth of the 
Puſtules may be the freer; it ought not ta be to: a 
Stupidity, for that would be a fign nature were 
oppreſt ; ler the Belly be kept; moderately open 
with gentle Clyfters, that the Excrements may be 
thence eyacuated, if roo long retained. _ 

\ Buc when the Small Pox is in the beginning ac= 
companied with a grear Fever, difticulty of Breath- 
ing and other Accidents, the principal Remedy 1s 
Bleeding, alchough 'moſt Women not underſtand- 
ing che Caſe do condemn it, ; and will. not ſuffer ic 
to be done to their Children, imagining . that 1t 
would hinder the coming forth of the {wall Pox z 
and if it happens that the Children afcer bleeding 
dic, although it be chrough the greatnels and ma- 
lignity of che Diſeaſe, rhey will not..fail to impute 
ic to Bleeding : bur at is very certain thus is a pro- 
fitable Remedy in the begiuning of. this Diſeale,tor 
by this mcaus all the Humours are cooked, aud 
the fulneſs of them bcing, evacuated, Nature eaſily 
comands. and overcomes the. relt. As to purging) 
it-ought not.to be uſed in the beginning, leſt by 


the agitation it. makes in che humours, Nature be | 


hindered and diverted from doing its work z but 
cowards the end it will be very convenient co empty 
the remaining impurities, leſt theſe religues fall- 
ing upon ſome parts ſhould ſpoil chem. 

All this while ſuch things muſt be uſed as may 
fortific the Heart; as Cordials, not of the ſort of 
thoſe pretended Cordial and . Threacle Waters, 
which ordinarily are made uſe of, and rather caulc 
one to yomit, than forcifie the Heart ; nor thoſe 
powders of Pearl and Bexoar, and other ſuch Þke 
i. 9 rrifies, 
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trifles, which many ſuperſtitiouſly believe, with- 
out any reaſon, to have a ſpecifick, quality to this 
purpoſe 3 but che cruer ,and more ſelutary Cordials 
are, the breathing of ſweet and clear Air, and 
wholeſom diet, with the . moderate uſe of things 
agreeable ro the Stomack, and which pleaſe and 
comfort it ; ſuch as are Syrup-of Lemmons and 
Pome-granats, mixed with the Childs Pcyſan; or a 
little Wine well allayed with Water, which is the 
Cardial of Cordials: if the Fever be not great, and 
that it 1s a ſucking Child, the Narſes Milk ought 
to be ſufficient for all. = 
As to outward Remedies, or application. to the 
Puſtules, *wis beſt to leave it to Nature, only afliſt» 
ing ic as we have ſaid, And to the end they ay 
ripen cafier, afſoon as they begin to appear, whic 
is about che third of fourth day, anoint them, 
principally thoſe of the Face, with oile of ſweer 
Almonds, rabbing them with a Feather dipt in it.: 
fome mix a little Cream wich ir, others uſe only a 
a lircle freſh Butter, and others again old Hog(- 
greaſe melted, and often waſhed in Roſe-water, 
and well beaten in a marble Mortar, with which 
they anoint them 'cill chey are perfectly heale«! 2 
and when the Paſtulcs are ripe enough, whichis 
known by the whiteneſs and itching thac follows, 
and is uſually about che ninth day, the biggeſt of 
them may then be pierced co empry the matter, 
leſt by irs too long ſtay there it ulcerates and cor- 
rodes the parts too deeply. This may be done with 
a gold, or filver Needle, or by cutting oft the tops 
wich Sciflers; afrerwards to dry them up, anoinc 
the Face with a Liniment made with freſh Cream 
mixed wich white Chalk, continuing this Remedy 
Ss Dd 4 *cll 
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*till the Scabs be quite fallen' off, ufing it Nights 
2nd Mornings 3 or elſe with Ointment of Roſes

To hinder that 'the ſmall Pox do not cauſe roo 
reat a flux of' hamours upon the Eyes, 'tis good 
ping from the b2ginning ſome cooling Remedies, 
that, by moderately driving back, may hinder ut, 
There 1s ordinarily uſed Roſe-water and Plentane. 
water mixed together, with which they bathe 
them from time to time ; moſt Women ſeep a little 
Saffrox in it; but becauſe of its Rirong ſcent, 1 
chuſe rather the Waters alone : The Nurſes Milk 
is likewiſe. very good to appeaſe the rain, Care 
muſt be allo taken from time to time to unſtop the 
Infants Noftrils, that he may breath che treer, 
which may be done with {.nall lingen cents ; and 
to help che Throat, which 1s alwaies hoarſe, a lit. 
tle Syrup of Yielets mixed with his Pryſan may be 
uſed ; and to cut the phlegm Yhat flicks rheie, 
give 1t alittle Syrup of Lemmons or Pomegranats, 
or 2 Gergarifen of Vinegar aud Water; but the 
Milx only 1s ſuſticient for ſucking Children. Le

Flow to cure the Venereal Lues in Infants. 


; T* the ſmall Pox, of which we have lately dif- 


courſed, be a contagious malady, it is not fo 


| ©-dinar uy but 1 xeipect ro Infauts, tar it is hardly 


communicated 
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cormunnicated by frequeritation to elder perſons3 - 
þar ic 15 not the'fame in che great Pox, the venome 
of which 4s ſo pernicious' and ſuſceptible, . that 2 
fingle-Child that hath this Diſeaſe'is capeable ro 
communicate it, as it hath been very ofcen ſeen, ro 
whole-families, aud as well ro old as young. 'Tis 
a ſad thing to fee poor ſmall ſucking Innocents 
afflicted with fo ill a Diſeaſe, which beſides thar 
it makes them ſuffer the pain of a'ſin of which they 
are innocent, ic makes chem alſo very often be 
abandoned by every one, and deſerted in this de- 
plorable ſtate by their own Mother her ſelf: 

Thoſe that have this Diſeaſe" ſo young, either 
bring it-with them inco 'the world from their Mo- 
chers Womb, which may be known if ſhe were 
infeted wich- ic; or if 1t had atits burth Puſtsles 
and Ulcers in divers parts of its Body, and prin- 
cipally about the Belly, cowards the Fundament, 
and on the infide of the Thighs, as alſo on the 
Head : or elfe they gor it fince, and took it from 
their Nurſe, who 1s in like manner infe&ed with 
3r; then the firſt impreſſions will appear about the - 
Mouth of the Child, where Ulcers will breed, be. 
cauſe of the acrimony of the ill Milk it ſucks, which 
being irs nouriſhment, will not fail ro. communicate 
its venom to all the parts of the Body. ; 

'Tis very hard to cure Children. that are born 
with this diſeaſe, for they very ſoon die after ; be- 
caule their whole ſubſtance cannot be reeſtabliſhed, 
having for its foundation had fo bad a principle, 
'as the Mothers Blood infeRed with ſuch a venome, 
wherewith they have been engendred, formed and 
nouriſhed : but as to thoſe who have received it 
from their Nurſes only, there js much more "a 
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of, and lefs/diſh:ulty in their cure becauſe the 
venom of the. bad Milk not communicating it ſelf 
iummedaatly with xs whole ſubſtance 1n the Veſlels 
of che Infants Body, doth not there make fo greac 
a ſpoil as 1n the other, where the Blood, with 
which it is only nouriſhed whilſt it-is in the M2- 
thers Womb, .is conveighed to him and fpreads, 
ſuch as it is, chroughout all the parts of -its Body: 
for then there 1s only the pureſt of this Pockey milk, 
or to. ſay better, the leſs impure, which (being 
changed into Cbyle in the Stomach, and purged 

by the Inteftines of (the greateſt part of its Exccee 
meucs) can by mixing afterwards with che mals of 
Blood, alter and corrupt it by the ill quality char 


alwaies remains 4n it, | notwithſtanding the diffe. 


rent preparations it hath received z however the 
Child infected by che Nurſe can never be curcd, 
ſo long as ſhe ſuckes ic, toraſmuch. as her Muk is 
ever infected with that corruprion and venuome ; 
and the worſt is, that changing her for another, as 
one is obliged to do to cure it, *tis a very great 
hazard jf ir doth not communicate this concagious 
malady, to her. 

It may be ſaid 'in general, that the cure of che 
great Pox 1s very difticulc in Jede ſacking Chil- 
dren; for byreaſon of the feeblene(s of their age, 

y cannot thea neither take nor ſupport without 
great danger of their life, the violence of Remedies 
convenient for it 3 Wherefore it were to be wiſhed, 


that by a palliative Cure one might delay a com- 


plear one, uatil they be three or fowr years old; 


ut ſince there are very many who would periſh | 


before they were {o much as a year or twoold ,

befides thac I chink theſe things will be very in- 
cfieual, I fear leſt by heating her Milk, it may 
prejudice inſtead''of profiting the Child ; and I 
ſhould adviſe her rather to keep a temperate and 
cooling diet , and that ſhe may nor herſelf receive 
eny hurt, it” will not be amils for her to waſh. her
